French Say English Willing 


To Leave Extradition

FRENCH CHARGE XT BERLIN 


TO DELIVER LIST TO GERMANS 


Revival of Communique 


Has Caused Considera- 


ble Comment. 


Paris, Feb. 7.—Delivery to the Ger- 


man government by the French charge 
In Berlin of the list of the Germans 
whose extradition is demanded by the 
allies is the proper course to pursue i« 
the existing circumstances, the council 
of ambassodors decided today. Its ac- 
tion was made known through an offi- 
cial communique which reads: 


"The 
council of ambassadors is unan- 
imously of the opinion that" the list 
should be delivered to the German gov- 
ernment by the charge d'affaires of 
France in the name of the allied pow- 
ers as soon as possible." 


It is understood that in the discus- 


sion of the auestion today the ambas- 
sadors took the view that the entire 
question now is up to Germany and 
that further steps by the allies should 
await the action of the German author- 
ities. 


The revival by the council of the 


practice of 
issuing 
official 
commu- 


nique invoked considerable comment. 
It was taken as indicating that there 
was to be a restriction upon the sources 
of information of the council's doings. 
Astonishment has been caused in 


French circles by a change of attitude 
on the part of the British government 
regarding the extradition of Germans 
accused of violations of the laws of .war. 


While it was understood that Great 
Britain was the most insistent of all 
powers, represented at the peace con- 
ference in demanding the trial of for- 
mer Emperor 'William and other prom- 
inent Germans, information has been 
received that the British are now show- 
ing a tendency to leave the initiative 
as to further steps in the process of ex- 
tradition to others. 


It was said yesterday that Premier 
Lloyd George objected only to the form 
of the covering note, but Baron Birk- 
enhead. Lord Chancellor of England, is 
understood to. have it clear the British 
[overninent favored a radical modifica- 
tion of the list in order that an agree- 
ment with Germany might be reached. 
.Premier- Millerand declared in the 
chamber of deputies last evening the 
allies would not evacuate the left bank 
of the Rhine until Germany had ful- 
filled all the terms of the Versailles 
treaty.

George Washington Willard. 
George .Washington Willard was the 


son of Densmore and Naomi Willard. 
He was born July 29, IS47, in a log cabin 
on the farm one-half mile north of Fre- 
dbnia, Ohio. 
XHed February' 3. 1920, 
aged 712 years and six months. He was 
married to Mies Lucy Woodbury Oct. 
4, 1874. Two children were born to this 
union. Mrs. Naomi Davtes and William 
D., of the home. He leaves to mourn 
their toss, his widow, daughter and son, 
two grandchildren and a number of 
other relatives. 
At the time of the Civil War he con- 
ceived the idea of becoming a soldier, 
and at the age ef -fourteen,-ran away 
from home to enlist; arriving in Newark 
he sought the proper authorities and 
was given transportation to Columbus 
direct to Camp Chase. The recruiting 
officer told him home was the proper 
place for a boy of his size and age. 
Upon examination he was rejected^ ow- 
ing to his sltt, -but he waited ten days 
and passed examination June 6, 1862. 
He was assigned; to Company K 87th 
O. V. I., and was sent to Baltimore, Md . 
thence to Harper's Ferry, Where he was 
captured on Sept. IS, 1862, and parolled. 
He marched forty miles to Frederick 
City and there took the cars for Camp 
Delaware, where, with a number of 
others he was discharged. He re-enlist,- 
ed on D«£ Jl, 1*64, in Company A 10th 
Ohio Cavalry, commanded by Kirkpat- 
rtck and took part in all the the bat- 
tles fought by Sherman after that date. 
He was in the famous march to the 
sea and was mustered out at Lexing- 
ton, N. C hy order of the war depart- 
ment. He was m member of the Old 
Guard of Newark and one of the old- 
est members of the F. * A. M. lodge at 
Fredonla, having been a member of that 
fraternity forty-seven years. He spent 
the greatest part of his life in McKean 
township, being a loyal citizen.. good 
neighbor, kind husband, father and 
grandfather. He united with the M. E. 
church Feb., 1877. T. J. WakefleM betog 
Ms pastor. He has been a sufferer ser 
a number of years and while we mourn 
our loss, God knows best, and we bow 
to his decree and say "Thy Will Be 
Done."
